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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is acknowledged the disclosed device may be 
different from the hydraulic control circuit disclosed by Greenwood et al., however the claim language does not preclude the prior art 
device. Specifically, applicant argues that "in the absence of correction by the oil pressure corecting apparatus, the oil pressure set by 
the main oil pressure is sufficient to operate the transmission under all transmission ratios" (page 2 of remarks). This argument is not 
persuasive for the following reasons. It is understood the oil pressure correction apparatus (302) is configured to reduce the line oil 
pressure directed to the pressing device so as to maintain an optimum pressing force at any transmission ratio. In the event the 
correcting apparatus fails to reduce the oil pressure, it is understood the maximum oil pressure produced by the oil pump (Fig. 8) will be 
applied to the pressing device. For example, if the line between the oil pressure correcting apparatus (302) and the control valve (204) is 
cut or disconnected, it is understood the control valve (204) will not perform oil pressure correction and therefore the oil pump pressure 
will be transmitted to the pressing device. Accordingly, the oil pump is capable of producing an oil pressure to be transmitted to the 
pressing device such that in the absence of oil pressure correction by the correction aparatus, the oil pressure control unit will be 
sufficient to operate the transmission under all transmission ratios. 

It is further acknowledged the Greenwood et al. device includes a failsafe operation mode, wherein the transmission is configure to 
operate so as to "limp home." For example, if the control valve (204) malfunctions or if the hydraulic line supplying the control valve 
becomes blocked, it is understood the oil pressure supplied to the roller actuator can be supplied to the pressing device by way of a wins 
valve arrangement (222). In this case, it is acknowledged the hydraulc pressure supplied to the pressing device may be inadequate to 
operate the transmission in any transmission ratio. However, it is understood the prior art transmission is capable of operating as 
defined by the claims and demonstrated above. 

Accordingly, the claims stand rejected as defined in the Final Office Action, 
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
